The Court, recognizing the importance of the ruling which it is 
making to the great populations interested, as well in the State 
of New Jersey as in the State of New York, will direct that the 
decree denying the relief prayed for shall be without prejudice to 
the instituting of another suit for injunction if the proposed sewer 
in operation shall prove sufficiently injurious to the waters of 
the Bay to lead the State of New York to conclude that the pro- 
tection of the health, welfare, or commerce of its people requires 
another application to j-his Court. 

It results that the bill of complainants will be dismissed, but 
without prejudice to a renewal of the application for injunction if 
the operation of the sewer of defendants shall result in conditions 
which the State of New York may be advised requires the inter- 
position of this Court. 

BUI dismissed without prejudice.
